I, THOMAS L. JUDGE, in accordance with the authority granted to me 

by the laws and Constitution of the State of Montana, and in recognition 

of the attached agreement between the Montana Department of Natural 

Resources and Conservation and the Lieutenant Governor of the State of 

Montana, do hereby order that the functions of the Montana Energy Office 

previously assigned to the Office of the Lieutenant Governor be transferred 

to the Department of Natural Resources, according to the terms of the 

attached agreement. This transfer shall take effect on the first day of 

July, 1978.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE MONTANA DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 

AND CONSERVATION 

AND THE OFFICE OF THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR

2 1978, between the Montana Department of Natural Resources 

a:d Conse vation (hereinafter called the Department) and the Office of 

the Lieutenant Governor of the State of Montana (hereinafter called 

Lieutenant Governor), in consideration of the mutual covenants and 

stipulations set out herein, witnesses that the parties hereby agree as 

follows: 

(I) The Department agrees to assume the functions of the Montana 

Energy Office. The Department shall be responsible to carry out the 

functions of the Energy Conservation Program, the Fuel Allocation Program, 

the Energy Extension Service Program, the Research Information Clearing- 

house Program, and the Solar Planning Program. 

(2) The Lieutenant Governor agrees to disburse to the Department 

the sum of $77,497.00 in consideration of the Department performing the 

functions described in section (1) above. .,. .” 

(3) The term of this Agreement shall be from July 1, 1970 until 

June 30, 1979. 

(4) The Department shall perform the functions provided herein in 

accordance with all applicable laws and statutes and all applicable 

rules, regulations, and standards.
